The message deals at some length 


with the unsatisfactory condition of 
affairs in Indian Territory.

Leading Indians 


have absorbed great tracts of land and 
created an aristocracy, and friends of 
the Indians believe that the best inter-

American 
citizenship. 


Reference ia made to tae failure so far 
of tha Dawes commission to secure the 
consent of the tribes to the extinguish- 
ment of tribal titles and the dividing 
of the lands. He said that should these 
tribes still fail to ratify their agree- 
ment, then some legislation should be 
had by congress. 


Speaking of the pending sale /of the 


Kansas-Pacific railroad, it is said that 
if no better bid is received than the 
minimum price fixed by the court, the 
government would receive only $2,- 
500,000 on its claim, nearly f 13,000,- 
000.
